then that which was conteined in their former petition,

HE Lord Chauncelour accompanied 
Me with aboue fine or ſixe aud twentie 
N Lordsof Parliament, came before hey 
Highnes in her Chamber of preſence, 
W-A UEY ll :o deliner the reſolutid of all the Lords 
of Parliament , concerning a meſſage which he hadnot 
long before deliuered from her Maieſtie , for further 
coſultation,whether any other meanes couldbe thought 
of,or found out by any of the, how the Scottiſh Qaeenes 
life might be ſpared, andyet her Mateſties perſon ſaued 

out of perill, and the ſtate of the Realme preſerued in 
quiet declared, that according to that he had receined 
7n commanaement from her Maieſtie, he had imparted 
the ſame to the Lordes aſſembled in the vpper houſe, 
whome he found by their generall ſilence much amazed 
at the propounding thereof, conſidering the ſame had 
bene befor indeliberation amongſt them, and reſolued 
pon,c as appeared by their former petitionexhibited 
to her Highneſſe, wherein they had expreſſed the ſame 
reſolution. Notwithſtanding,for her Mateſties further 
ſatiſfattion, they hadentred into a newe conſultation, 
and for that purpoſe ſeletted a great nomber of the choy- 
ſeſt perſons of that higher houſe of Parliament , to con- 


ferre thereof ,either priuatly or together with the lower
